G.S.R. 887. — In pursuance of clause (a) of section 6 of the Apprentices Act, 
1961 (52 of 1961), the National Council for Training in Vocational Trades hereby 
determine that the period of apprenticeship training in the case of apprentices 
who, having undergone institutional training for eighteen months in an Industrial 
Training Institute or Centre recognised by the said Council, have passed the trade 
tests conducted by that Council shall in respect of each designated trade men- 
tioned in column 1 of the Schedule hereunder be as shown against it in column 2 
of the said Schedule : 

Provided that the establishment concerned may extend the said period of 
apprenticeship so as to enable any apprentice to appear for the test immediately 
following in cases where the apprentice; 

(i) is not able to complete the full term course within the said period, or 

(11) is unable to take the final test owing to illness or other circumstances 
beyond his control, or 

(ill) is not able to pass the final test after having appeared for it: 

Provided further that no further extension shall be granted where an appren- 
tice is not able to appear or pass such subsequent test.

G.S.R. 888. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby maker the following rules, regulating 
recruitment to the posts of Sanitary/Conservancy Inspectors in the Posts ana 
Telegraphs Department, namely: — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called int Posts and Telegraphs Depart- 
ment (Sanitary /Conservancy Inspectors) Recruitment Rules, 1964. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of the- 
Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Classification, scale of pay etc. — The classification of the said posts, the scale 
of pay attached thereto the method of recruitment and other matters relating, 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 8 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualification. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who; 
having a spouse living marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said posts; and 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a yWfe 
living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to the sairt 
posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
.grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.
